_ WORD TO CONFEDERATES. 


While Officers Stand by He Gives a 
Demonstration of Dispatching a 
Message Which Proves to Be One 
That Old Telegrapher Fails to 
Read—Stolen Wheels Buried. 


“Wayward Ones, Warned by Wire- 
less Whispers, Whisk Wildly Away,” 
might have been the caption to the 
story of the “Kaptain Kidd Krime 
Klub,“ or the “Dirty Four,” in the 
good old days of alliterative journal- 
ign, provided wireless telegraphy had 
been known in that happy epoch, when 
boys in their ‘teens were always too 
busy with the old swimming hole and 
fishing rods in vacation time to think 
of burglary, and burglars were uni- 
formly grouchy old persons who fan- 
cied they had grievances against the 
world. | 
As a matter of fact, it was because 
of the precociousness of a young wire- 
less operator, and a shrewdness far 
beyond what might be expected of his 
years, that Plainclothes Men Bowe and 
Browning failed to get the whole of 
the gang of young burglars who have 
been “terrorizing Brooklyn Heights 
when they called at the shack at n- 
ter and Blades streets Saturday even- 
Ing and arrested Arthur Smith, aged 
16, on a charge of larceny, while oth- 
ers of the gang were arrested in the 
course of the night, as related in The 
Times yesterday. 
Smith was in the old barn when 
Bowe and Browning called, and the 
lad was busy with wireless apparatus 
he had installed, in the ramshackle 
building, with a twenty-four-foot 
“aérial” or wire tower over it. 
The boy scemed delighted to have 
visitors and proudly explained to the 
officers the use and workings of his 
plant.
